These two old women, in Miss Rea’s 
admirably written and intensely inter- 
esting new novel, show how to endure 
life alone and death alone, after love 
has gone. by their quality of sheer, un- 
bending fortitude. 

Courage, one of the traditional mas- 
culine virtues, seems to us one that 13 
most important for women, too. They 
need it so! Perhaps it is the lack of 
it—not tne lack of man’s money or 
man’s love—which really makes ‘poor 
women;" perhaps they are women poor 
in spirit. For them, for all of us, there 
may be truth and sustenance in that 
tine line of Hugh Walpole'’s which we 
have quoted before: “It isn’t life that 
matters, it's the courage you bring 
to it.”

COLCANNON (2) 


One-half pound cooked potatoes 

One-half pound cooked cabbage 

One ounce of butter or drippings 

Pepper and salt 

Chapelure 

Baking time: ten to fifteen minutes 

in moderate oven. 

Chapelure means nothing more or 
less than fine breadcrumbs. The Irish 
housewife rolls a!! crusts of bread into

dishes. One ounce .5 2 teaspoon in 
the recipe.

the kitchenette, and from tf. to last 
the working kit includes: two sauce- 
pans, sharp knife, cutting board, fork, 
tablespoon, wire sieve, greased baking 
dish, clock.

cannon, the vegetables should be pre- 
pared and cooked and mixed at once. 
The baking may come just before serv- 
ing and the time gauged by the min- 
utes necessary to heat the combina- 
tion through. 

Miss Russell’s recipe will serve two 
hearty appetites. Double the quantities 
for four. Select young, fresn cabbage 
and fine new potatoes; wash and‘ pre- 
pare for cooking. 

The cabbage should be cut fine upon 
the cutting board and piled into a 
saucepan containing just a little boil- 
ing, salted water. Bring to a boil, 
reduce heat and cook just until tender. 
Drain. 

The potatoes will require a few min- 
utes longer cooking. Cover potatoes 
scantily with boiling water, cover and 
bring to a boil. Let boil gently until 
they may be pierced with a fork. Let 
drain. The cabbage and potato waters 
will make the foundation for a good 
luncheon soup. 


Place the tender, drained cabbage 
in the wire sieve or ricer and force into 
the mixing bowl; then force through 
the soft potatoes. Season with the 
butter and pepper and salt to taste 
and beat well. Pile lightly into the 
greased baking dish, sprinkle with the 
crumbs, dot with butter and bake until 
heated through. 

Many tastes favor a mixture of the 
mashed potatoes and drained cabbage. 
When the shredded cabbage is used, 
the preparation of the dish is simpli- 
fied. The potato may be mashed in 
the mould with a fork aad the hot 
shredded cabbage folded in with the 
butter and seasonings. A dash of pap- 
rika or @ sprinkle of minced parsley 
and the combination is ready for the 
table. Omitting the baking period fur- 
ther speeds up the preparation of col- 
cannon.

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THE POISON-IVY 


LEAF. 
T IS difficult for one to know 
| whether his skin is particularly 


sensitive to ivy poisoning—unless 
one has had the practical experience. 
In order to avoid any such unpleas- 
ant occurrence, the ability to differ- 
entiate between the poisonous ivy leaf 
and a harmless leaf is most important. 
The poison ivy grows as a vine and as 
a trailing shrub, Each leaf has three 
leaflets and resembles the oak leaf 
(see illustration). The Virginia 
creeper leaf, with which the poison 
ivy is often confused, has five leaf- 
lets. Also, the Virginia creeper has 
blue berries, whereas those of the poi- 
son ivy vine.are white. 

According to a bulletin Issued by the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, reports show that local applica- 
tions of a solution of five parts of 
ferric chloride in ninety-five parts of 
a half-and-half mixture of water and 
glycerine. or a solution of one part of 
ferrous sulphate in five parts of water, 
have been used to good advantage as 
poison ivy preventives. Apply either 
solution freely to the parts of the body 
exposed, and allow it to dry before 
going into a country where contact 
with poison ivy is possible. 

In its early stages, ivy poisoning can 
sometimes be removed by thorough 
and repeated washing and rinsing. The 
poison has been known to spread to 
various parts of the body not originally 
infected, merely through incorrectly 
washing the poisoned surface. Or- 
dinary kitchen soap, which has an ex- 
cess of alkali, and hot water should 
be used. . 

Work up a good lather and thorough- 
ly rinse after each washing, which 
should be repeated three or four times. 
If a basin must be used instead of run-' 
ning water, the water should be changed 
at least for each new application of the 
soap. 

Particular care should be taken to 
remove all traces of the poison from 
the hands, the finger nails and the 
tender skin between the fingers. Avoid 
hard scrubbing with a stiff brush be- 
cause the pressure may tend to rub in 
the poison and stir up infection. 

Alcohol diluted with equal parts of 
water, applied repeatedly, can be used 
to dissolve the poisoi¥- Use absorbent 
cotton soaked in alcohol solution and 
apply to the infected parts, promptly 
substituting a dry piece and discarding 
each piece as it is used. Alcohol mere- 
iy dissolves the poison and unless ap- 
plied with caution. insuring the en- 
tire disappearance of the poison, it will’ 
spread. 

If the poison ivy inffammation is 
extensive and severe, a doctor should 
be consulted. For mild cases, thorough 
washing similar to the preventive 
method should be tried. 

A 5 per cent. solution of potassium 
permanganate has‘been reported to bé 
a very good remedy. This solution 
causes a brown stain that will gradu- 
ally wear off. If there is any particular 
need or desire to have the stain disap- 
pear more rapidly, it®can be removed 
with lemon juice or with a 1 per cent, 
solution of sodium bisulphite.

This solution may he dabbed on the 
poisoned surfaces, or applied by soak- 
ing one or two thicknesses of a light 
bandage. 

There are simple remedies for in- 
flammationu, such as local applications 
of solutions of cooking soda or Epsom 
salt’. One or two heaping teaspoons to 
a cup of water are usually as beneficial 
as anything. Fluid extract of grinde- 
lia, diluted with four to eight parts of 
water is often used. The solution may 
be applied with light bandages or clean 
cloths, which should be kept moist and 
should be changed and discarded often 
to avoid infection. 

When moist applications cannot be 
used, as during the night, the poisoned 
surfaces should be carefully cleaned 
and dried, and left exposed to the air. 
To help ease the itchiness, the poi- 
soned parts should be immersed in 
water as hot as can be borne. Or, hot 
towels can be applied to the poisoned 
parts 

Another very important fact is that 
contrary to general belief, remedies 
with fatty or oily bases should not be 
used in the early stages of ivy poison- 
ing. Grease or oil tends to dissolve 
and spread the poison, In the later 
stages, after the toxic material has ex- 
hausted itself, zinc oxide ointment and 
similar mild antiseptic and astringent 
applications hasten healing.

As a moth preventive it is well to 
press each garment thoroughly before 
packing it away—the heat of the iron 
will kill any egg which may be depos- 
ited in the fibre.
